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'Everybody  has  their  own  day;  mothers, 
fathers,  the  country  we  live  in,  all 
religions.  Even  gays  have  their  day. 
Once  a year  we  meet  to  celebrate  the 
birth  of  our  own  liberation  movement. 
Once  a year  we  march  as  one,  each 
group  under  its  own  banner,  defend- 
ing their  rights  to  existance,  demand- 
ing that  slice  of  life  due  them.  On 
June  24th,  1973,  gays  marched  from 
Columbua  Circle  to  Washington  Square 
Park.  marched  too,  holding  the 
banner  of  my  group.  jTere  I am,  a 
liberated  gay,  interior  and  fashion 
designer,  FEMALE  IMPERSONATOR , 
human  being,  in  whatever  role  my 
mood  at  the  time  strikes  me.  But 
by  the  end  of  what  was  to  be  our  day, 
my  day,  a part  of  me  was  singled 
out,  was  rejected,  and  publicly  damn- 
ed by  ' a part  of  the  gay  movement. 

A radical  lesbian  said  that  as  a female 
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The  1973  Gay  Parade  had  more  drag  queens  and  tvs 
than  ever  before.  We  were  especially hono red  with 
the  presence  of  the  entire  cast  of  the  82  CLUB.  On 
the  previous  page  next  to  the  unidentified  blonde  is 
Adrian  St.  Dennis.

impersonator  I was  degrading  women, 
so  she  in  turn  found  it  necessary  to 
de  grade  me.  ,k 

Max  E.  Verga  found  it  necessary  to 
send  the  preceeding  to  all  organizations 
across  the  country  at  the  same  time  he 
made  a plea  for  the  organizations  to 
stop  fighting  each  other  and  work  for 
unity.  Other  groups  were  also  quite 
disturbed  over  the  turn  of  events  at 
the  "Unity  Parade.  Lee  Greer 
Brewster  and  Bebe  Scarpie,  represent- 
ing a coalition  of  various  New  Yo  rk  based 
transvestite  organizations,  suspect  that 


certain  men  hating  lesbian  factions  in- 
cited transvestite  Sylvia  Rivera  to  dis- 
rupt the  New  York  Gay  Pride  Rally.  This 
was  done  to  circumvent  a ruling  of  the 
1973  Christopher  Street  Liberation  Day 
Co-ordinating  Committee,  which  forbad 
special  announcements.  This  was  don,e 
to  keep  the  rally  on  a Gay  Unity  theme. 
The  women  had  protested  the  appearance 
of  Billie  and  Tiffany,  a comedy  drag 
act,  who  do  an  Andrews  Take-off. 

"Quote  Bebe,  who  was  secretary  of  the 
1973  Christopher  Street  Committee, 
"They  (the  women)  demanded  to  pre- 
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view  the  drag  act  three  days  before  the 
rally,  after  the  committee  had  worked 
eight  months  on  the  rally.  We  went  along 
with  it,  even  though  I was  personally 
offended  as  a transvestite,  because  we 
all  wanted  peace  and  harmony,  and  es- 
pecially unity,  at  the  rally.  Of  course, 
this  was  against  Billie  and  Tiffany,  as 
artists,  but  they  also  wanted  gay  unity, 
and  so,  sacrificed  themselves  to  censor- 
ship. What  then  became  apparent  was 
that  the  women  wanted  to  use  the  media 
connections  of  the  committee  to  villify  the 
cross -dresser  in  front  of  the  audience  of 
20,  000  and  thus  gain  access  to  the 
straight  press,  to  which,  in  my  opinion, 
they  have  justifiably  been  denied  attention 
in.  " Naturally,  the  committee  wouldn't 
sacrifice  one  gay  lifestyle  in  favor  of 
another,  and  they  voted  against  special 
interest  speeches." 


However,  often  jailed  transvestite 
Sylvia  Pivera,  wanted  to  make  a 
plea  for  those  gays  denied  access  to 
the  rally,  specifically,  those  jailed  on 
gay  charges.  Had  this  been  brought  up  at 
the  committee  during  any  planning  session, 
it  probably  could  have  been  made,  be- 
cause it  is  non-factional,  ie.  all 
groups  are  in  favor  of  the  rights  of 
gay  prisoners.  As  it  happens,  due 
to  the  time  allotted  in  the  permit,  the 
rally  had  to  go  on  as  originally  schedul- 
ed. If  not,  the  rally  would  face  a cut 
off  in  power  due  to  the  local  ordinance 
governing  public  address  on  Sunday. 

But  Pivera,  mistakenly  took  this  as  the 
committee  being  non- responsive  to  the 
needs  of  gay  prisoners.  Consequently, 
after  being  goaded  on  by  certain  glory

At  least  that's  the  happy  opinion  of  a 
lot  of  drags  who  live  here,  and  a auick 
look  at  the  Washington  drag  scene  will 
tell  you  that  Washington  is  one  of  the 
best  if  not  the  best  drag  cities  in  the 
United  States . 


Specifically  speaking,  that  means  gay 
social  drag.  There  is  street  drag  and 
straight  cros s -dr es  sing  here  too,  but 


it's  not  especially  different  from  what 


they  have  in  other  cities.  Washington1 
social  drag  is  unique.  With 
tablished  houses  and  'families',  its 
fabulous  balls  at  the  major  downtown 
hotels,  its  brilliant  amateur  state  shows 
and  its  confident  heads-up  attitude, 
Washington  social  drag  is  big  and  beauti- 
ful. 


At  least  a thousand  drags,  their  escorts 
and  friends  participate  each  year  in  a 
dazzling  season  of  cotillions,  debutante 
balls,  bar  extravaganzas,  theatre  revues, 
award  pageants  and  just  plain  at-home 
parties.  Washington  social  drag  is  sure-  .>■ 

ly  the  best  organized  in  the  country. 
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's  behind  this  superb  organization 
is  a long-established  history  of  drag 


houses  and  clubs.  More  than  twelve 
years  ago  Miss  Elizabeth  Taylor  (al- 
most all  the  names  in  this  article  are 
drag  names,  not  real  names)  founded 
the  club  which  is  now  known  as  the 
Washington  Academy.  Soon  she  began 
to  sprinkle  about  her  famous  Academy 


Awards  of  Washington.  Liz's  Miss  Uni- 


verse, and  a host  of  other  titles  have  be- 
come treasured  prizes  over  the  years, 
and  the  social  drag  world  of  Washington 
recognizes  the  active  and  always  devot- 
ed Liz  Taylor  as  the  original  Mother 


Out  of  Liz's  group  another  major  club 
emerged,  the  Awards  Club  of  Washing- 
ton, founded  by  Jerri  Buskirk.  The 
club  in  time  developed  three  major  houses 
or  families  --  Beekman  Place,  Family 
Affair,  and  Paramount  Plaza.  (Wash- 
ington's "families"  are  unique  in  them- 
selves--more  of  this  later).  At  times 
the  Awards  Club  has  been  the  largest 
group  in  the  city,  and  even  today  it  is 
the  most  active  in  the  social  calendar. 


Last  year  another  group  was  born  under 
the  enthusiastic  eye  of  drag  performer 
and  stage  director  Fanny  Brice.  The

marily  in  shows  and  revues.  Unlike 
its  predecessors,  it  doesn't  give  trophies 
or  award  pageants.  Instead,  the  group 
has  developed  into  a talented  and  high- 
ly skilled  company  of  mimic  drag  en- 
tertainers who,  in  addition  to  giving 
numerous  free  bar  shows  and  party 
entertainments,  stunned  the  whole 
Washington  gay  world  last  year  when 
they  rang  up  the  curtain  on  their 
SHOWSTOPPERS  revue.  The  brio, 
the  pace,  the  wit  and  color  of  SHOW- 
STOPPERS  had  professional  quality, 
and  informed  observers  have  compar- 
ed portions  of  it  favorably  with  America's 
best  mimic  drag  entertainment.  This 
year  the  all-flags -flying,  star -spangled, 


red-white-and-blue  SON  OF  SHOW- 
STOPPERS  played  three  nights  at 
George  Washington  University's  ultra- 
modern Marvin  Center  Theatre,  and 
gay  Washington  is  looking  forward  ex- 
pectantly to  more  of  the  same. 

Smaller  groups  have  come  and  gone  over 
the  years.  Two  neighboring  houses 
are  presently  flourishing -- Maryland 
House,  in  Baltimore,  and  the  Awards 
Club  of  Norfolk,  Va.  The  Do  Your 
Own  Thing,  primarily  a black  group, 
was  founded  last  summer,when  it  staged 
a sizzling  show  at  the  Gay  Activist  Alli- 
ance Community  Center. 

It's  hard  for  outsiders  to  appreciate  just

how  much  is  happening  in  Washington's 
social  drag  world.  The  with-it  social 
drag  queen  is  literally  up  to  her  cap 
wig  in  parties,  shows,  programs  and 
invitations  --  and,,  lots  of  times  too,  in 
plain  hard  work.  A look  at  the  drag 
calendar  just  from  last  December  to  this 
June  reveals  four  bar  shows,  five  major 
parties,  two  dances,  two  full-length 
stage  shows,  a charity  party,  two  deb- 
utante balls,  two  costume  balls,  two 
Queen  of  Hearts  Balls,  the  Norfolk 
Golden  Globe  Awards,  the  Washington 
Academy  Awards,  and- -not  least--the 
Emmy  Awards  of  Washington.  Then, 
after  a June  farewell  brunch,  every- 
body packs  up  the  gowns,  the  glitter 
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and  the  glamour  to  await  the  fall  season, 
when  things  really  get  busy. 

Washington  has  developed  a unique  way 
of  living  drag  life--in  "families".  If 
someone  first  puts  you  in  drag,  and 
takes  a real  concern  to  help  you  get 
started  in  the  drag  life,  that  person 
is  your  "mother"  and  you're  her  "daugh- 
ter". If  your  mother  has  other  daughters, 
then  they  become  your  sisters.  If  there 
are  escorts  in  the  group,  they  may  be 
"sons"  or  "brothers".  If  someone's 
lover  is  involved,  he  may  become  a 
"Husband",  a "brother-in-law"  or 
even  a "grandfather".  Almost  every- 
one takes  the  name  of  a famous  star

Voom  voom  hair  was  a recent  rage. 
Illusion  and  the  natural  hairline  are 
very  "in"  today.  Meticulous  tailoring 
and  styling  is  admired,  and  Washington 
boasts  some  of  the  country's  best-dress- 
ed drags. 


Gay  social  drag  isn't  the  only  kind  of  drag 
in  Washington,  of  course.  There  is  a 
large  street  drag  world  - -particularly 
along  the  14th  Street  Rialto  and  in  the 
New  York  Avenue  area.  Public  drag 
is  legal  in  DC  and  there  seems  to  be 
little  or  no  police  harassment  of  drags. 

On  another  plane,  there  is  some  pro- 
fessional entertaining:  Billie  Gold's 

Gold  Dust  Revue  and  Carole  Baker's 
Fabulous  Fakes --two  small  drag  shows  - - 
are  both  holding  forth  now  at  the  Life 
Raft  bar.  Also,  there  is  organized 
straight  cross-dressing  at  parties 
given  by  the  Washington-Baltimore 
FPE  chapter,  which  cros  s -dres  sing 
husbands  can  attend  with  their  wives 
and  feel  free  and  happy  to  do  their 
thing. 


as  a drag  name.  The  family  relation- 
ships are  close-knit  and  enduring,  and 
they  give  a stability  to  Washington  drag 
life.  Some  mothers  have  been  around 
long  enough  to  become  grandmothers, 
great-grandmothers  and  great-great- 
grandmothers, and  they  haven't  stopped 
yet. 

Clothes  make  the  drag,  and  Washington 
drag  styles  are  elegant  but  restrained, 
a little  bit  like  the  city  of  Washington  it- 
self. The  grandly  extravagant  costumes 
of  some  of  the  New  York  balls  won't  be 
found  here,  but  distinct  chic -in  ball  gowns, 
hostess  gowns,  pant  suits  and  cocktail 
clothes --is  understood  and  appreciated. 


For  that  matter,  the  gay  social  drag 
world  is  not  without  its  problems.  There 
have  been  accusations  in  the  past  that 
awards  were  fixed,  and  some  have 

accused  the  group  leaders  of  being 
domineering.  Opinion--and  even 
prefer ences  - -are  mixed  on  these  sub- 
jects. 

But  in  all  it  may  be  that  a gay  social 
drag  has  a better  chance  in  Washington 
than  anywhere  else  in  America  to  live 
a happy  life  in  drag.  Most  of  the  social 
drags  hold  good  straight-world  jobs 
and  see  their  drag  life  as  a hobby  and 
a social  out-let.  They  do  it  because 
it's  fun,  and  because  it  gives  them  a 
chance  to  wear  beautiful  clothes,  to  en- 
tertain in  shows  and  to  meet  new  people 
all  the  time. 

It's  a busy  life.  And  bouncy.  And 
very  boobies -up.

The  Final  Curtain  fell  for  female 
impersonator,  BOBBIE  BAPTON 
on  June  14th,  1973  at  Bellevue  Hos- 
pital in  New  York.

studied  music,  financed  by  a scholar- 
ship. 

He  retired  from  showbusiness  in  1970, 
periodically  accepting  engagements 
11  just  to  keep  in  touch  with  his  many 
friends."  He  performed  at  Lee's 
Mardi  Gras  Ball  in  1970  and  again  in 
1972. 

His  friends  remember  Bobbie  as  "a 
very  sincere  and  sweet  person." 
Chris  Moore  said  of  him,  "We  all 
loved  him  in  the  Jewel  Box  Pevue.  "

ROSES 


This  is  not  a film  for  a general  audience. 

It  is  for  a discerning  viewer.  It  is  an 
underground  work  done  in  a Warholesque 
manner  by  director  Toshio  Matsumoto. 

Also,  it  tends  to  traditional  heavy  handed 
Japanese  symbolism  and  gore.  The 
events,  as  in  any  morality  play,  could 
have  taken  place  in  any  medium,  from 
bordello  to  nunnery.  The  director  has 
chosen  a homosexual/transvestite  setting 
as  his  means  to  an  end. 

What  occurs  is  a study  of  class,  age,  and 
cultural  conflicts,  between  the  workers 
of  the  bar.  The  bar  incidentally,  is  a 
Suzy  Wong  type  affair,  whose  habituants 
range  from  acceptable  geisha  types,  to 
"bn  girls  and  prostitutes  - all  female  im- 
personators . 

On  one  side  you  have  Leda,  the  bar  hostess. 
She  is  trained  in  the  old  ways  of  pleasing 
a man,  delicate,  aristocratic,  hung  up 
on  her  kimono  and  geisha  clown  white, 


beautiful,  and  aging.  Also,  before  each 
night  begins,  she  stands  by  the  club's 
mirror,  asking  who  is  the  fairest  of 
them  all,  and  then  steps  into  view.  Very 
symbolically,  Eddie  (many  of  the  Oriental 
cross -dressers  keep  their  boys  names) 
steps;  into  the  reflection  one  night.  She 
is  young,  western  oriented,  a hippie 
type  in  her  jeans  and  long  hair,  and  very 
pretty  when  she  dresses  for  work.  She 
also  has  one  of  the  most  outrageous 
"Oedipal"  complexes  ever  explored  on 
the  screen.  Together,  they  vie  for  the 
club  owner,  who  lately  has  been  shack- 
ing up  with  Eddie. 

Fight  scenes  are  introduced  in  a slap- 
stick manner,  but  retaining  their  effective- 
ness. There  are  scenes  of  seemingly 
irrelevant  flashbacks,  indeed, the  first 
part  does  seem  to  drag  on.  But,  all 
pieces  fall  into  place  as  the  film  builds 
to  its  bloody  climax,  and  the  flashbacks 
take  on  horrifying  importance. 
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Eddie 

played  by  Peter, 
Japan’s  leading 
transvestite  Star 


Acting  is  above  board.  The  principals 
show  clearly,  some  training  or  in- 
doctrination in  Japanese  drama.  What 
remains  uncanny  is  that  although  the 
setting  is  in  a different  culture,  some 
scenes  easily  could  have  taken  place  in 
a New  York  bar.  You  have  the  hilarity 
of  three  queens  passing  three  straight 
girls  in  the  street,  and  engaging  them 
in  a cross  "reading"  session.  This 
evolves  into  a wig  flinging  fight  that  is 
interrupted  by  sirens.  Leda's  suicide 
bedecked  in  roses  is  a queen's  fantasy 
exit.  But  Eddie  takes  the  cake  as  in 
a minute  she  goes  from  tears  at  Leda's 
funeral  to  a sadistic  smile  as  she  dis- 
misses all  the  old  girls  from  the  bar, 
to  be  replaced  by  her  friends.  She  has 
them  remove  all  pictures  and  traces  of 


the  old  order  from  the  club,  while  ad- 
miring her  reflection  in  the  mirror.  It 
is  fascinating  how  the  oriental  queens 
clearly  parallel  the  feelings  of  their 
Western  counterparts:  No  matter  where* 
all  people  seem  to  be  the  same. 

In  no  way  is  this  a funny  picture,  or  a 
light  one.  Definitely  not  for  everyone. 
But  for  those  who  do  sit  through,  un- 
like the  queen  who  "harrumphed  out" 
when  I saw  it.  Funeral  Parade  of  Boses 
is  a very  strong  trip.  The  'girls'  are 
very  pretty,  the  story  and  medium 
different,  . . . the  love  scenes  are

Like  a bolt  of  lightning,  the  thought  was 
instantaneous  --  could,  no,  rather,  would 
the  straights  as  well  as  the  gays  accept 
the  transvestite  as  a person.  . . rather 
than  an  object.  Could,  no,  rather  would 
both  segments  see  beyond  the  tips  of  their 
noses. 

The  new  Frederick  Combs  play,  The 
Children's  Mass,  would  be  the  Ultimate 
test,  I knew.  As  DRAG  keeps  saying, 
we've  come  a long  way  , and  in  the  field 
of  theatre  going  no  piece  of  theatre  to 


date  had  portrayed  the  cross -dresser 
with  so  vivid  a personality.  A living, 
breathing  creature. 

It ' s Alive  ! 

Will  the  homosexual  accept  the  drag  as 
a person  or  just  drop  dead  at  the  very 
thought  itself.  Will  the  heterosexual 
accept  the  drag  as  a person,or  see  her 
merely  as  a sexual  abberation  and  cur- 
iosity. Regretfully,  the  answer  was  a 
pathetic  negative  response.  Both  group 
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lived  up  to  my  worst  fears  and  expectations. 


The  sparse  attendence  at  this  reviewers 
night  out,  semingly  testifies  to  the  homo- 
sexual communities  feelings.  Although 
one  must  also  give  the  benefit  of  the  doubt 
to  some  of  our  brothers.  Perhaps  the 
down-beat  reviews  were  the  negative 
factor.  But, on  the  other  hand,  when  will 
we  learn  that  straight  critics  can  never 
do  justice  to  gay  theatre,  virtually  al- 
ways reviewing  subjectively  rather  than 
objectively.  And  the  LONG  ISLAND 
PRESS  was  stating  it  all  for  the  heteros 
when  it  proclaimed  "the  Children's  Mass 
would  be  more  to  the  liking  to  the  review- 
er of  DRAG  magazine".  Apparently  the 
problem  is,  they  can't  see  the  forest 
for  the  trees. 


The  CHILDRENS  MASS  may  have  a drag 
queen  for  its  pivitol  character,  but  not 
because  of  the  transvestism,  but  not 
because  of  the  freaky  connotations,  but 
not  because  of  the  lurid  sensationalism, 
but  simply  because  the  character  just 
happens  to  be  a he-she.  A genital  fe- 
male could  just  as  easily  have  sailed 
through  the  role  (with  minor  dialogue 
changes)  and  the  play  could  pass  as 
a trio  of  people  who  have  more  or  less 
accepted  their  endowed  nature's  with- 
out many  more  recriminations  than  we 
all  have  now  and  then. 


Yes,  a drag  queen  there  is  but  a person 
too.  Beneath  the  slip,  there  is  a soul.  . . 

And  this  is  the  beauty  of  Sal  Mineo's 
Theatre  Delys  production  of  The  Childrens 
Mass. 

Of  course,  having  valid  characters  is 
only  one  of  the  essentials  of  a workable 
play.  Personality  development  is  another, 
and  it  is  in  this  area  the  Children's  Mass 
goes  a bit  awry. 

The  first  act  dwelled  upon  the  lighter 

side  of  the  principle  players 

the  hustler  (Gary  Sandy),  the  cripple

(Courtney  Burr).  It  was  only  at  the 
end  of  the  first  act  that  there  is  the 
bearest  of  clues  in  the  forthcoming 
abrupt  change  in  Dutchies  behavior.  It 
isn't  quite  enough  to  chew  on  and  the 
second  act  seems  too  heavy  in  contrast.

I 
hadn't  realized  that  Lee  Brewster  would

or  it  loses  all  its  charm.  In  this  the 
company,  and  director  Chuck  Zinn 
succeeded  perfectly. 

The  other  requirement  for  the  show  is 
enthusiasm,  and  these  kids  had  it.  They 
were  positively  incandescent.  Indeed 
they  hardly  needed  stage  lights. 

Technically  the  show  was  a delight  to 
the  eye.  Sets  by  Sevene  Saddler  and 
Cliff  Peynolds  captured  the  period 
perfectly,  and  worked  as  well  as 
they  looked.  Costumes  by  Shirley  were 
also  marvelous,  with  the  possible  ex- 
ception of  the  green  jackets  in  Act  II 
which  tened  to  cast  an  unhealthy  pallor 
on  the  actors  when  the  light  reflected 
off  the  material  onto  their  faces.

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The  whole  Yonkers  Production  Company 
organization  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  this  show.  Yonkers  seems  to  be 
carrying  forward  an  ambitious  production 
schedule.  If  their  future  shows  come 
close  to  THE  BOY  FPIEND,  they  will 
be  worth  watching  for.

hunting  reporters,  professional  dis- 
rupters of  the  radical  right,  and  the 
man  hating  lesbian  contingent,  Sylvia 
seized  the  mike  in  a takeover,  involving 
the  cuting  up  of  several  committee  mem- 
be  rs . 

Said  Lee  Brewster,  the  publisher  of 
"Drag  Magazine",  "We  don’t  condone  what 
Sylvia  did,  a violent  takeover  was  un- 
called for.  But,  at  least  it  was  a pos- 
itive statement  about  the  gays  in  prison. 
She  didn't  attack  any  gay  group  or  life- 
style. When  Miss  O'leary  then  took  the 
stage,  and  read  her  statement  denying 
the  cross  dresser  the  right  to  employ- 
ment as  a cross  dresser,  she  singled 
us  out  to  spew  her  hatred  and  rhetoric 
on.  We  keep  reminding  the  gay  move- 
ment that  there  would  be  no  parade,  no 
rally,  and  no  movement,  without  the 
drag.  After  all,  the  day  celebrates 
the  time  when  the  drag  rose  to  defense 
of  all  gays  at  the  Stonewall  Riot.  We 
had  to  defend  our  rights.  "We  also 
tried  everything  possible  to  keep  the 
day  on  an  unity  theme.  We  spoke  with 
the  Lesbians  behind  the  scenes  before 
hand;  we  even  threatened  them  with  a 
lawsuit,  if  they  disrupted  us  at  the 
rally.  The  just  didn't  give  a damn  about 
gay  unity.  " By  defending,  Brewster  re- 
fers to  the  appearance  of  her  and  gar- 
deinaed  impersonator  Bebe,  on  the 
stage  behind  Miss  O'Leary,  as  the 
latter  was  reading  her  statement.  The 
ovation  greeting  queen  Lee,  who  by  tra- 
dition wears  a crown  in  the  parade,  pre- 
vented O'Leary  from  completing  her 
statement.  She  sulked  off  the  stage  curs- 
ing. It  was  noted,  that  several  women 
attempted  to  destroy  sound  equipment 
but  were  prevented  bythe  crowd  from 
doing  so. 

While  Bebe  stood  holding  the  "Queens 
Liberation  Front"  banner,  and  raising 
her  fist  in  a power  salute,  Brewster, 
in  impassioned,  impromptu,  speech, 
accused  the  movement  of  sacrificing 


the  drag  to  please  "a  few  bitches",  (the 
radical  contingent  of  women  was  esti- 
mated at  60  persons  in  a crowd  of 
20,  000).  The  audience  cheered  and 
applauded  madly,  when  at  the  end  of 
her  speech,  Lee  flung  crown  and  banner 
into  them. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  whole  thing  was 
planned  by  the  Lesbians,  as  they  came 
with  prepared  speeches.  They  were 
opposed  from  the  start  to  the  appearance 
in  the  parade  of  professional  imper- 
sonators from  Club  82  in  New  York, 
and  Billie  and  Tiffany  at  the  rally.  It 
was  common  knowledge,  that  if  one  per- 
son, in  this  case  Sylvia,  succeeded  in 
getting  around  the  wishes  of  the  committee, 
then  they  would  be  allowed  to  speak  also.
